Parish’s sharing, caring ‘a special favor from God’ 


Sang Huong and his wife and four children 
settled in this-diocese in July, on release from 
Camp Pendleton, as one of the hundreds of 
Vietnamese families sponsored by our 
parishes and other organizations. 


In a letter to his sponsoring parish, the 


Immaculata, Sang recently thanked them for . 


helping to bring another family here—that of 
his wife’s brother. They settled in the diocese 
in October. 

Both families are trying to start new lives 
in the United States, like so many of their 
countrymen whose lives were disrupted by 
the war in Vietnam. 


Sang Huong’s letter serves as a Thanksgiv- 


ing note to all who have helped in this cause. — 


My family and my brother-in-law’s family 
- were lucky enough to be able to leave Vietnam 
safely. Now, we are even more lucky. 
Because our two families live close together 
under your sponsorship. 


In Vietnam, my brother-in-law and I lived 
about 50 miles apart. But the roads were too 
dangerous to travel. Because of the threat of 
ambush and mines from the communists, I 
was able to see my brother-in-law only two or 
'. three times a year. 


NOW, HERE IN our parish, we live very 
close. I can look out my window and see his 
family and talk to them. It’s very good for us 
to live close together. 

We don’t know the customs of your society 
so we depend on you for help. We believe in 
you and we are proud of you always. 

‘We feel that we have a special favor from 
God. This special favor is your bringing us to 
live here. You have helped us a lot and yet 
you haven’t received any profit for it. 

We think you understand the love of Christ 
and you have the spirit of Christianity deeply, 
because all the help you have given us has 
come from your heart. Your charity should be 
compared to the greatness of the ocean and 
as wide as the sky. 

WE DON’T KNOW the future so we can’t 
promise that our descendants will always be 
good and help this parish and this country. 
But we must remember that: 

When we lost everything, 
When we were hopelessly despaired, 
You gave us hope and confidence and, 


You gave us the second life after our 
parents gave us the first. 


Thank you very much for all your help.

Bishop asks liberty 
and justice for all 


Bishop Leo T. Maher issued his annual 
Thanksgiving message to all Catholics in the 
San Diego diocese this week. The full text 
follows: 


Thanksgiving Day stands as an annual 
reminder of the deep religious convictions of 
our founding fathers whose quest for liberty 
and justice led them to a new land and a new 
way of life. As we prepare to celebrate the 
200th anniversary of our nation, we realize 
that there is much for which we are grateful 


both to Almighty God and to those who 


shaped our government. 


We are grateful that our experience as a. 
nation has been unique in human history. 
America was discovered and developed as a 
vast expanse of space which opened the 
imagination. It challenged those who came 
here to make new lives for themselves by 
creating a nation where none had existed 
before. That process of creating a new nation 
has continued throughout American history. 

WE HAVE BEEN a people in process, ever 
becoming a new nation, forming and 
reforming institutions, lifestyles and tradi- 


. tions according to the contours of a limitless 


future. 


- Our forefathers came here questioning the 
age-old doctrines of subservience and 
servitude. Once here they effectively 
initiated the arduous process whereby 
ordinary people took control over and 
responsibility for their own lives in what 
became the worldwide democratic revolution. 
In that revolution our founders sought 
independence, and in declaring that inde- 
pendence they set high standards: equality is 
characteristic of all people, not just a few;

It fundamentally rejects joint collaboration 
toward a common and just prosperity by 
gradually putting. aside the spiritual factors, by 
which a free and orderly.community must live, 
and substitutes for them a rigid set of public 
standards, bordering on the impersonal.

Guest editorial

Press has duty to report dissent 


While SC editor Michael Newman is away for a 
few weeks, his column is occupied by guest editors 
and their editorials. This week our columnist is 
Father Bernard E. Christman, editor of the ‘North 
Country Catholic’’, newspaper of the Ogdenburg, 
N.Y., diocese. He deals with the responsibilities of 
the Catholic diocesan press in dealing with dissent 
within the’ Church. 


Last May at the Catholic Press Association 
convention in New York City a study paper was 
presented by Father Paul McKeever, then editor of 
the Long Island Catholic of the diocese of Rockville 
Center, and now editor of The Priest magazine. The 
paper was on dissent within the Church and how 
editors should deal with it. 


| often think of this paper and re-read it as | 
prepare articles for the North Country Catholic. The 
issues on ordaining women, the new image of nuns, 
and Church law regarding remarriage, sacraments 
and women are some examples. | re-read the study 
paper and try to follow the guidelines which it 
presents for the reporting of dissent and 
controversy within the Church. 


The main point in the paper was that dissent 
must be dealt with in the press, openly and 
honestly. Father McKeever drew a parallel with the 
1940s and ‘50s when tremendous strides in 
scripture studies were being made, with the 
blessing of Pope Pius and the Pontifical Biblical 
Institute. 


But they remained a closed book to the reading 
public and even to most parish priests for fear that 
they. might misunderstand some of the conclusions. 
This insured later misunderstandings and much 


more violent reactions to what was only legitimate 


development. 


Even at the time of the Vatican Council in the 
early ‘60s most of the bishops were unaware of 
advances in scripture studies. 


““As aresult,’’ Father McKeever says, ‘‘the later 
“populations of these new insights caused 
unnecessary concern -and scandal among many 
Catholics who had been-allowed to remain in what 
was obviously considered a state of benign 
ignorance. They were deprived of the spiritual and 


intellectual nourishment afforded by the movement |

Movement of dissedt 

The movement which Father McKeever is talking 
about was not only scholarly and dedicated, but it 
was also one of dissent, overturning many beliefs 
which some regarded as articles of divine faith, 
never to be tampered with. Obviously they were 
wrong and the Church is still right. 


Speaking of today’s dissent, Father McKeever 
asked, ‘‘Are we aware, both editors and publishers, 
that if we miss the present opportunity we may well 
be contributing to the decline of a movement that 
has breathed new life into the Church2’’ 


His point was that.the Catholic press of the ’40s 
and the ‘50s missed an opportunity. Theological 
news was made only when a papal_pronouncement 
was made or a bishop issued a letter. No thought 
was ever given to the fact that pronouncements and 
letters-are usually in response to questions and 


dissent, and that dissent should also have made the 
news. If it had, particularly in the area of scripture, 
ae would be much less confusion today about the 
Bible. 


Controversy and dispute 


_ Today, the Catholic press presents dissent in its 
pages, not only because it is news, but because it is 
there—and more importantly because dissent 
entails controversy and dispute from which often 
will arise a more clear understanding of what we 
believe, and in some cases, because of a deeper 
understanding and more refined definition of 
terms, will involve a change in what we believe. 


But the important aspect of this change is that it 


is not a change in the sense that we deny what we © 


formerly held or now say that it was wrong. It is a 
change in the same sense that a child grows into an 
adult and develops an adult way of looking at 
things. 

The article recently (SC, Oct. 30) about the 
decline in Church attendance among Catholics 
being caused more by a lack of faith than by 
liturgical goings-on is symptomatic of the 
unpreparedness of many Catholics to grow up 
faith-wise. 


The halcyon world of childhood in which 
questions were simply answered is not the real 
world adults live in. The Catholic press would do a 
great disservice to repeat the failure of the ‘40s and 
‘50s, if it pretended that controversy in the Church 
was as simply answered. ~ 


Cardinal (John) Dearden of Detroit, speaking to 
Catholic press editors, repeated the same 
sentiments—tensions in the Church must. be 
reported; they are part of the pilgrim’ s dusty road, 


-as he put it. 
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Whither women’s ministry? 


Archbishop (Joseph) Bernardin’s (of Cincinnati, 
president of the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops) statement about ordaining women to the 
priesthood would have made news in any age. 
Today it makes news because of the controversy 


_ around it which obviously has not ceased, since the 


archbishop spoke. What will. come of it, ‘surely, no 


one at this point knows.- 


- One thing is certain, ingleh” if, anything ‘does 
come of it, even if it is simply a more expanded idea 
of ministry, both pastoral and sacramental, the 
Catholic reading public can see it develop and be 
prepared for it. 


For an editor to treat the issue as a closed beok or 
as only a discussion among scholars (the way we 
treated the biblical questions of the ’40s) would to 
be deceive his readers and leave them wide open to 
an agonizingly sudden change for which they would 
be unprepared. 


The réport on the canon lawyers’ convention 
from Michael Newman in San Diego, shows that 
there are many of the Church’s own people 
questioning: various aspects of church discipline. 


This shows that dissent is not only real, but also 


honest and scholarly and that it is not controversy 
flamed by a few hot-heads or renegade dissidents. 
Nor will it be destructive of either faith or the 
Church. 


Advent should be spring 


We were talking about...the advent 
of Christmas decor in shopping 
centers and the start of Advent and 
the new. liturgical year. 


Advent brings a sense of anticipa 
tory excitement like no other season, | 
think. Easter seems more solemn. 
Perhaps the incredible mystery of the 
Resurrection is too great for us, and 
the responsibility and Christian im- 
perative it raises lie too heavily upon 
_our reluctant spirits. 


Advent stems from more familiar 
ground. The waiting for a birth of a 
child. The whole world is awaiting this 
birth—all its hopes are centered 
there. 


WITH LENT, Advent shares a 
preparation for the coming of Christ, 
and an eager hopefulness to comem- 
orate and celebrate the promise of a 
new life. 

There is a forward-looking, opti- 
mistic thrust to these weeks. Our 
focus is on the future, on an event not 


yet realized. In spite of the vague 
dismay and_ irritation which ‘the 
commerical aspects of impending 


festivities manage to arouse in me, 
intermingled and pervading it all, is 
an awesomeness, a breathless aware- 
ness—as though the earth were 
caught in a kind of hiatus. 


Each year a stirring of wonder is. 


renewed. Each year it seems as 
though now, at last, all those longings 
for peace and love will find the 
fulfillment we seek, in. the coming of 
God-born-man. 


IT IS INCONGRUOUS to me that 
Advent should fall in winter as it does 
here—or in the summer as in the 
Southern Hemisphere. Of all seasons, 
it seems most essentially of the 
springtime, when earth unfolds to 
new growth and new blossoming. 


In the liturgy, the public worship of 
the Church, the theme throughout the 
four weeks is one of expectation and 
points to the miracle of renewed birth, 
and the miracle of miracles of this 
birth. 


Our traditional customs, too little 
observed alas, foster the same steady 
rise of excitement. The four candles of 
the Advent wreath mark time as they 


are gradually lighted—one each 
week—until all flame forth together 
on the last Sunday before Christmas, 
symbolically heralding the Light of the 
World. 


PARISH CRIB scenes, so lovingly 
arranged, await the figure of the 
Child. Choirs become caught in their 
seasonal conflict with grace-notes and 
descants of carols! 


Interestingly enough, an echo of our 
Advent candles is heard in the Jewish 
feast of the Holiday of Lights, which 
falls within this season. It commemor- 
ates a ‘’miracle’’ which occurred in 
the rededication of the Temple after 
the Macabee’s victory over the Syrian 
Greeks in 165 B.C. 


A cruse of oil, found sealed in the 
Temple, was known to contain only 
sufficient for one day’s burning, yet 
flamed steadily for eight days. In 
honor of the ‘‘miracle,’’ Jewish homes 
light one candle after dark on the first 
night of the holiday. On the second 
night, two are lighted and so on until 
on the final evening eight candles are 
burning bravely. 


_ 


FROM THE EARLY days of the 
Church, preparation for Christmas 
has been a time for personal 
assessment and spiritual revitaliza- 
tion. From the 4th century, when the 
Feast of the Nativity was instituted, 
there has been a liturgy for Advent. 


Homilies of St. Gregory the Great, 
who lived in the 6th century, include a 
sermon for the Second Sunday of 


_ Advent. The importance of this time 


for the Christian is very evident. 


It is the season to be merry, but it is 
also the season of renewal. At this 
time, everything circulates around 
newness and promise: New life and 
the promise of growth. A new year 
and the promise of good things to 


come. New hope and the promise of 


its fulfillment. 


ALL OF CHRISTIAN life is a 
waiting, a watching, and a readying 
for the encounter with Christ. In_ its 
real, liturgical sense, Advent is an 
instruction of a way of life.

Neither the clergy 
nor school officials are tax experts or 
consultants. As it has been shown, what is 
legal is a matter for the courts to determine, 
only individual taxpayers can get this 
resolved in courts of law.

What we do have aré a few. cowardly sneak 
thieves who melt into the darkness when 
anyone stands up to them. 
Existing problems are of our own making. 
We are abandoning the street, If grandma 
were in a rocking chair on the front porch 
instead of stored away ina rest home, and if 
families spent more time outside and less at 


-the TV, what happens on the streets would 


be seen and taken care of. 


Our area-is hardly ‘inner city.’ It is simply 
one of the nicer residential parts of San 
Diego, inhabited by a broad mix of ordinary 
people. Housing costs have not inflated 
quite as outrageously here as elsewhere, so 
average and low income people find it 
attractive. 


The public, private and parochial schools 
of the area are doing good work and carrying 
a heavy responsibility. Yes, they have a 
greater percentage of children from disad- 
vantaged homes. A little support, both moral 
and financial, goes a long way here.

BARSTOW—Many Catholics think of this 
community of 18,000 as the ‘‘Diocese of 
Barstow.’’ And although it isn’t a diocese, 
“in many ways we have to function like 
one,’’ says Father William S. Hart, pastor of 
St. Joseph’s, the only parish serving the 
city’s 3,000 Catholics. 


“Even Bishop Leo T. Maher jokingly calls 
me the ‘Bishop of Barstow’,’’ said Father 
Hart, the newly-appointed dean of the 
Victorville deanery. 


THE CHAMBER of Commerce calls the 


city ‘“The Heart of the High Desert’’, but to 
many lowlanders Barstow is ‘‘stuck in the 
middle of nowhere’, halfway between San 
Diego and Las Vegas on Interstate 15. 


Nearly 40 miles from Victorville, the 
nearest Catholic center, St. Joseph’s is 
indeed isolated, but geographical isolation 
may be a blessing in disguise, leading to a 
Catholic community and parish life that 
might well be the envy of parishes serving 
the metropolitan areas of the diocese. 


“Precisely because of isolation, many of 
our people look to the parish as the center of 
their social life,’ explains Father Hart. In all 
19 different societies and_ organizations, 
from the Legion of Mary and the Altar and 


Rosary Society to charismatic and Cursillo . 


groups, are active in the parish. ~ 


“THE PHONE NEVER stops ringing,” 
Father Hart said. ‘‘People are constantly in 
and out of the parish office, and every night 
of the week there is at least one group 
meeting here. It is a lively place.”’ 


For example, Wednesday nights at St. 
Joseph’s are extremely busy, and often, 
meeting in’ various areas of the parish 
complex at the same time, are the Girl 
Scouts, a scripture study class, the parish 
prayer group and four Legion of Mary 
groups, including one for the Spanish 
speaking and the junior legion. 


In more than one respect, the Barstow 
parish does function as a diocese. Father 
Hart and his associate pastors, Fathers 
Marion Colowsky, John Kieth and Augus- 
tine Azevedo, are well-traveled, serving fou 
mission stations. f 

IN ALL, THE priests serve the spiritual 
needs of Catholics in more than half of San 
Bernardino county, the largest in the nation 
and a geographical area encompassing more 
square miles than many dioceses in the 
country. 


“‘Weekly we offer Mass at Baker, more 
than 60 miles away; the Marine Corps 
Training Center, southeast of the city; and in 
Lenwood, a community just outside Barstow. 
Twice a month we offer Mass at Kelso, about 
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midway between the Las Vegas and Needles 
freeways, and at Mountain Pass on the 
Nevada border 110 miles from Barstow,”’ 
Father Hart explained. 

The parish is also much like a diocese, 
‘‘because we have to be self-sufficient,”’ 
Father Hart said. ‘‘We have to develop 
many parish programs, adult education for 
example, by ourselves. In other areas of the 
diocese they are handled by a group of 
parishes or on a city-wide basis.”’ 


ADULT EDUCATION is a central thread 
in the fabric of St. Joseph’s, and the parish 
has developed a unique ‘‘Baptism Prepara- 
tion’’ program for parents and godparents 
conducted by a team of parishioners, Mr. 
and Mrs. Robert Rittman, Mr. and Mrs. 
James Treese and Mr. and Mrs. Ray Lucero. 

Baptisms at St. Joseph’s are held twice a 
month, and always during Mass. To have a 
child baptized, the parents are required to 
attend the preparation class, Father Hart 
explained. 

‘“‘We host the program in our homes, 
meeting for two evenings in two-hour 
sessions,’’ Mrs. Treese said, ‘“‘and we 
encourage expectant parents to try to attend 
the sessions before their baby is born.”’ 


ALTHOUGH THE AIM of the program is 
to instruct parents about baptism and the 
Church, ‘‘it is centered around adult 
education with the idea of building up the 
parish community,’’ Mrs. Treese continued. 

‘‘When couples sign up for the program, 
we try to put them at ease and we assure 
them that they won’t be on trial and that the 
program is not an inquisition,’ Rittman 
said. . cat 

During the first session the expectant 
parents are asked to fill out the. necessary 
parish record forms, and then form a circle 
holding hands for a group prayer. 


FOLLOWING THAT there is an “‘ice- 
breaking’’ session. ‘‘There are usually 16-18 
people in the group and we get them to met 
and come to know each other,’’ Treese said. 
‘‘This loosens them up and gets them talking 
because the program is designed for 
discussion, not for lecture.”’ 


Then follows a short presentation on 


baptism and what it is. ‘“‘We stress the 
aspect of parental responsibility; that they 
are committing themselves to provide a 
Christian environment for the child,’’ Mrs. 
Rittman explained. A 


“Then the host couples field questions 
about the rite, ‘‘and often questions about 
other changes in the Church are-raised,”’ 
Treese said. ‘‘We answer as many of the 
questions as we can, and if the questioners 
seem particularly interested we refer them 
to Father Hart and the Catholic inquiry 
class.”’ :

DURING THE second session it is 
specifically asked that the godparents attend 
and the godfather is asked to decorate the 
baptismal candle and the godmother is 
asked to make the baptismal gown or some 
other garment for the baby to wear during 
the ceremony. 


- Also during the second meeting more - 


questions are answered and the host couples 
explain the logistics and the form of the rite 
as it will occur during the Mass. 


“For many of the parents in the program, 
this is the first contact they have had with 
the modern Church. They don’t go to Mass 
and they don’t know quite what to expect,’’ 
Mrs. Rittman said. 


To date more than 500 people have 
attended the program begun two years ago. 
‘And we know that we are being successful 
when we see many of the parents attending 
Mass regularly following the baptism 
program,”’ Mrs. Treese said. 


FATHER HART solidly supports the 
Treeses, Rittmans and Luceros in their 
efforts and points out that the program 
works well because the leaders are active, 
well-informed Catholics. 


“‘The baptism program is very much an 
apostolate or ministry in the parish,’’ Father 
Hart continued. ‘‘And the leaders have been 
carefully trained by the priests.”’

He is also working on setting up similar 
programs in the near future for the parents 
of children making their First Communion 
and for pre-cana for engaged couples. 


“EVENTUALLY,” Father Hart said, ‘““we 
also hope to develop programs conducted by 
lay leaders on the sacraments of confirma- 


tion and penance, all geared to educating the . 


adults of the parish.”’ 
But the children of St. Joseph’s are not 


neglected either. There is an extensive CCD 
program and St. Joseph’s school boasts 


nearly 400 students in eight grades taught 
by 12 Sisters of Mercy of the Blessed 
Sacrament and four lay teachers. 


“Most of the parishioners work either at 
the Marine base or at the Santa Fe Railroad 
yard here,’’ Father Hart said, ‘‘and most are 
of Mexican-American descent although they 
are more comfortable speaking English 
rather than Spanish.”’ 


A GOOD NUMBER, though, do speak 
Spanish, he said, ‘‘and for them Father 
Azevedo offers Mass in Spanish, and many 
activities such as the baptism program with 
the Luceros are offered in Spanish.” 


Though the “‘Diocese of Barstow’ may. be 
“in the middle of nowhere,’’ it is truly the 
Catholic jewel of the high desert. And when 
Catholics on their way to Las Vegas stop 
there for gas, they are also invited to stop for 
Mass and say hello to the ‘Bishop of 
Barstow.”’

Wholesomeness and Holiness 


The God of Genesis is 


a God of love, unifying 
and very personal

Why do men and women make love? Why 
do they marry? Why does the woman 
experience pain in childbirth? Why do 
people blush? These are some of the 
questions, the ‘‘why’s’’ and the ‘‘how 
come’s’’ that the Yahwist authors asked 
themselves when they were inspired by God 
to tell the story of man in the book of 
“*Beginnings’’ (Genesis 2:4b-3:24). 

We sometimes believe that the inspired 
authors had simply to ask these questions of 
God and that He would reveal the answers. 
But inspiration is not the same as revelation. 
God does reveal certain basic religious 
truths, but He leaves the authors free to use 
their imaginations or to draw on legends, 
myths, folk-lore or popular beliefs to 
illustrate and adorn the truths which He 
reveals. Bey 


THE FORMATION of Eve from the side of 
Adam is a case in point. It was the popular 
belief, shared by many ancient peoples and 
taken seriously by the Greek philosopher 
Plato, that the species man was originally 
made up of two parts, male and female, and 
that when the parts were divided and 
separated they became a man and a woman. 


In the Babylonian story of creation, which 
is older and in many details not unlike the 
Yahwist account of creation, the myth or 
legend of the androgen or bisexual serves an 
altogether different purpose than it does for 
the authors of Genesis. The gods fear the 
strength of composite man and on the 
principle of ‘‘divide and conquer,’’ they 
divided androgen into two halves, the man 


_ and the woman, and initiated the ‘‘war’’ of 


the sexes. 


The God of Genesis is a God of love, and. 


love is a unifying force and not divisive. The 
sacred authors are preparing their readers 
for the religious truth that a man will leave 
father and mother and cleave to his wife 
until they become one flesh. And to do so, 
they use the lovely episode of the deep 
slumber from which Adam awakes to find 
the woman, taken from his side, ‘‘bone of 
my bone and flesh of my flesh’’ (2:23). 


IT IS BECAUSE the woman is taken from 
man that man experiences the God-given 
drive and desire to become one flesh, one 
being with his woman. It is because of this 
two-in-one-flesh relation of kinship between 
a husband and his wife that Jesus concludes: 
“What therefore God has joined together, 
let no man put asunder’’ (Matthew 19:6; 
Mark 10:9). ae 


When we read the Yahwist account of 
creation and the fall, we must distinguish 
carefully between the religious truth that is 
revealed by God and the literary style or 
“‘genre’’ which the inspired author employs. 
The portrait of the first human couple is a 
true picture, but we must not confuse the 
painting with the frame in which it is set, 
or be distracted by the imaginative and 
sometimes fanciful adornments with which it 
is embellished. 


The first experience of shame, the first 
blush that betrayed the fluid feelings of 
Adam and. Eve when they discover their 
nakedness, is another.example of a religious 


truth framed in a literary setting. But here © 


the religious truth is more difficult to come 


by, since the shame of nakedness can be 


prompted by a variety of experiences. 
THE GREAT Augustine, writing in the 
late fourth cenfury, sees in the discovery of 
nakedness the origin of concupiscence 
(sexual desire), the loss of integrity. or

God used Yahwist 
talent to reveal His 
salvation and love

“He was Israel’s earliest great 
theologian. He gave to his nation a 
national epic and to the world its first 
-major theological opus. His paradise 
account alone launched a thousand 
books. The names of his characters in 
Genesis have been household words of 
more than two millenia. He has exerted 
a major influence upon Jewish and 
Christian theologians of all ages and his 
‘influence upon his own nation and upon 
the world have made him more than 
comparable to Homer. Yet for all his 
skill as a storyteller and for all his 
magnitude as a theologian, not even his 
-name has come down to us.”’

Using an incredibly broad canvas exten- 
ding from creation to the conquest of the 
Trans-Jordan, the great theologian known to 
us only as the Yahwist paints a literary epic 
that provides the framework for the entire 


~ Pentateuch. 


In a crisp, clear style that combines 
perceptive psychological insights with the 
craft of a teller of tales, he shows Yahweh as 
the Lord of History whose saving will give 
meaning to man’s pilgrimage. 

SCHOLARS GENERALLY agree that the 
Yahwist’s saga was written in Judah during 
the reign of Solomon (about 950 B.C.), an 
era of peace and prosperity that provided an 
opportunity to reflect upon the growth of 
Israel from a Philistine satellite to a world 
power in eight short decades. 


It was a time of great literary activity that 
produced histories of the rise of King David 
(1 Samuel 16, 2 Samuel 5) and the succession 
of Solomon to the throne of the United 
Monarchy (2 Samuel 6-20; 1 Kings 1-2). 

But the Yahwist looked beyond the 
political dominance of Israel to social and 
religious conditions that stirred up questions 
that demanded answers. 

WHY WAS man born to suffer, to sweat, 
to die? Why were nations and races 
seemingly doomed to conflict, distrust and 
lack of mutual understanding? Why did man 


seem hopelessly enmeshed in sin and 
selfishness? 


Under divine inspiration, the Yahwist 
pondered these questions in the light of his 
people’s ancient traditions. 


The work that emerged reveals that the 
state of man, his tragic human condition, is 
the result of his own actions, not of God’s. 


GOD USED the Yahwist’s creative literary 
talent to show how his saving will worked to 
transform man’s rejection of God and 
pursuit of sin and selfishness by intervening 
in history directly and through Divine 
Providence. 


In his creation account (Genesis 2), the 
Yahwist pictures God as a potter carefully 
and lovingly fashioning man of clay then 
breathing life into his nostrils. Man is weak 
and mortal, but vitalized by God’s own Spirit 
breathed into him. 


Unlike the animals over which he 
demonstrates dominion by naming them, 
man relates personally to God, who gives 
him a partner of equal dignity and nature. 


IN A DEEP psychological insight into the 
nature of man, the Yahwist describes the 
oft-repeated pattern of sinfulness in his story 
of the fall (Genesis 2). 


Self-deception and rationalization  trig- 
gered by a desire to be something greater 
precede a sinful choice made under personal 
pressure from another. 


And like fire on a dry prairie the rebellion 
of man against God spreads as the first sin is 
followed by.the first murder (Genesis 4:8), 
polygamous marriage (4:19), vengeance 
(4:15) and. an increase in wickedness 
(Genesis 6:5). ; 


BUT THE Yahwist’s depiction of the 
origin and universality of sin is tempered by 
God’s promise of ultimate reconciliation 
(Genesis 3:15) and the assurance that man is 
not hopelessly bound by the forces of evil. 


Skillfully and boldly the Yahwist provides 
the answers to man’s perplexing questions 
about his existence and his final end. He 
shows that human achievement is not what 
brings about the fulfillment of history and 
that human sin will not. block the 
accomplishment of God’s plan.

wholesomeness, the lustful tendency in 


fallen man that divides the flesh and the 
spirit and gives independent and at times 
conflicting values to the desires of each. Not 
all biblical scholars and exegetes share 
Augustine’s insight, but Augustine’s answer 
to the question: ‘‘Whence this evil. of 
concupiscence?’’ has become part of 
traditional Christian teaching on man’s 
original state of integrity. 

Before the Fall Adam loved Eve and Eve 
Adam with a love that was truly 
interpersonal—a love of persons tobe 
expressed physically in their sexual union. 
Eve was more than ‘‘the body beautiful’’ to 
be desired by Adam as ‘‘an object of 
sexuality."’ Adam was more than ‘‘the 
handsome male animal”’ to satisfy the sexual 
desires of Eve. They were both persons who 
had to be loved integrally, wholly, if their 
love was to be wholesome and holy. 

But Adam and Eve rebelled against God 
who had made them and by ‘‘divine irony’* 
they experienced within themselves an inner 


rebellion of the flesh against the spirit. They 
realized for the first time that each could 
desire the body of the other, divorced from 
the total person; that they could love ‘‘any 
body”’ without really loving anybody. And 
the premonition that this could happen 
evoked shame. 


HUSBANDS AND wives who are in love 
will not be ashamed of their nakedness, but 
Adam and Eve in their break with God were 
already beginning to experience a breach in 
their own love; and nakedness without love 
can provoke -the lustful or promiscuous 
tendency of which we are all heir. 


Many are amused and even irritated by 
the story that God fleshed out a rib from the 
side of Adam to form Eve, or that God sewed 
an apron of fig leaves to cover their 
nakedness. But are they not like the visitor 
to Europe who sees only the gargoyles, 
amusing and grotesque, but not the great 
cathedrals which they adorn and the spires 
that point heavenward? 
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A Scientist Views Creation 


How does the modern 
history of the Creation 


compare with the Bible? 


By James Burkhart 


Genesis 1 is much, much more than a 
scientific treatise. 


It is designed to show the relationship 
between Yahweh and His people; God’s 
generosity, power and the abundance of His 
gifts. No doubt, the story grew in the telling, 
became tradition and eventually was written 
in the familiar format by an inspired author. 


LET US imagine for a moment that 
Genesis 1 had been written by a modern 
(uninspired) student of the sciences. 
Excluding the beauty and poetry (which this 
author could never hope to duplicate), how 
would a more modern history of creation 
compare with the Biblical account? 


What follows is such a history. It is a 
history of the 10-billion-year event which we 
call our universe. It is highly speculative in 
some areas, but is generally acceptable 
science. It is left to you to make any 
“*scientific’’ comparisons between the two 
stories. 


DAY 1: Year 0—hour 0—minute 0 


Whether ours is the first universe ever 
created, or if it is only one universe of a 
continuing cycle of oscillations between new 
and dying universes from times before, time 
begins for this sequence at this moment. 


There is light. The mass-energy of all of 
creation is contained for an incredibly short 
fraction of a second within a primordial fine 
ball about the diameter of our present-day 
solar system. Matter, which is compact, 
must expand. The fine ball ‘‘explodes.’’ 
Protons, neutrons and electrons are formed 
from the intense energy and from more 
elementary particles. The density of material 
encourages some protons (hydrogen nuclei) 
to combine. Helium nuclei are thus made. 


YEAR 0—Hour 0—Minute 30 


Day one continues, but the nuclei building 
stops. The universe is now all hydrogen 
nuclei and helium nuclei. These continue 
their rapid expansion caused by the initial 
explosion. All matter is rushing away from a 
common center, cooling rapidly. 


TIME: Year—100,000 


The temperature of the fine ball has 
decreased to 5,000 degrees Fahrenheit. At 
this temperature, electrons can orbit the 
hydrogen and helium nuclei composed 
earlier. Thus, the first atoms come into 
existence. Even though all of these atoms 
are still moving away from the original 
fineball location, momentary swirls and 
eddies form concentrations of this gas. 
These concentrations increase in mass and 
size because of the mutual gravitational 
attraction of the individual atoms. Billions of 
such ‘‘packets’’ of gas form. 


TIME: Year—100 million 


The large concentrations of gas slowly 
condense. They become clearly defined 
structures. These ‘‘protogalaxies’’ condense 
even further, taking on individual shapes 
depending on their rotation. Becoming 
darker and denser, the gas is squeezed and 
compressed into millions of ‘‘small’’ 
protostars in the center or hub of the cloud. 


‘This week in Insights 


Although the initial stages of condensa- 
tion have taken millions of years, the final 
stages, the actual creation of the individual 
stars from protostars, occurs very rapidly. 
The heat given off by the gravitationally 
induced compression cannot escape from the 
center of each protostar, eventually reaching 
a temperature high enough to begin the 
hydrogen fusion process in each core. (This 
is the process which is responsible for the 
light and heat of our own sun.) A star is 
born. Billions of stars are born in each of the 
billions of galaxies. For the second time, 
there is light. 


DAY 2: Year—2 billion 


Some of the more massive stars have used 
up their supply of hydrogen fuel in their 
cores. These stars, located at the center of 
the galaxies, are entering the last stages of 


life. The helium by-products of their fusion ~ 


processes begins to ‘‘burn’’ in turn, creating 
more and heavier elements. 


The stars begin to explode under their 
own tremendous internal pressures. In the 
last few seconds of the stars’ lives, protons 
and neutrons combine to form all of the 
natural 95 elements. The stars burst, 
scattering these precious elements back into 
space where they mix with the still 
uncombined primordial hydrogen and heli- 


. um. These elements will later form new 


stars, planets and will become the atoms of 
every man and woman alive today. We are 
truly made from the dust of stars. 


DAY 3: Year—S.4 billion 


Second generation stars are being formed 
from this new gas-dust mixture nearer the 
edge of the galaxies. The condensation 
process repeats itself (as earlier) but these 


new stars are much more interesting. ~ 


Because, simultaneously with the star 
formation, part of the gas is condensing into 


orbiting planets and moons which are 


composed of all the elements. 


One of these planets, the earth, condenses 
with the heavier elements forming the core. 
This earth is enveloped by a huge gas cloud 
which obscures the surface. The sun (which 
is, after all, just another star) begins to 
‘“‘burn.’’ The excess dark gas is expelled, by 
the pressure of the fiery sun, exposing a new 
planet to the already old galaxy. 


For the first time, starlight falls on the 
earth. The chemicals formed in the 
cataclysmic star explosions and afterwards, 
in the billions of years of mixing in space, 
are subjected to the new environmental 
pressures of the fledgling earth. Water 
vapor and other gases are forced from the 
still molten crust. A sea is formed, a sea 
which will soon become the “‘stirring pot’’ 
for more complicated molecules, including 
amino acids, the basic units of life. The 
hydrogen atmosphere is replaced by a 
protective oxygen-ozone layer. 


DAY 4: Year—9 billion 


Life begins in the sea, the ideal mother 
because it contains the ingredients and the 
medium for growth. Life extends itself to the 
land, greenery fills the fertile areas of the 
earth. Animals, birds and mankind will be 
along in a short billion years. The garden is 
ready. 


James Burkhart looks at the creation from a scientific point of view and traces the 
evolution of the formation of the universe through scientific data.

in the Scriptures

“['m really afraid to read the Bible by 
myself. I grew up being warned against the 
dangers of private interpretation. And 
besides I’ve never even heard a single talk 


on the Bible. But I keep thinking, maybe I 
ought to try it.” i 


My friend had wanted several times to sit 
down and read the Bible, but had always 
hesitated. He was embarrassed to admit that 
he didn’t even know how to find a text in the 
Bible. But something kept gnawing inside 
him to dip into the Bible. Maybe jus 
curiosity. : 

SO I SUGGESTED a kind of game to help 
him. First of all he looked at the beginning of 
the Bible to find the list of books in the Old 
Testament and the New Testament. The 
“‘Contents’’ listed all the books and the page’ 
where each book began, e.g. ‘‘The Book of 
Psalms...603.’’ A page or two later another 
list showed how the books of the Bible are 
abbreviated in references to the Bible, e.g. 
“*Ps-Psalms,”’ or ‘‘Mk-Mark.”’ 


Just below that list was a key to finding 
references. For example. ‘‘Gn 1, 1 refers to 
the Book of Genesis, Chapter 1, verse 1,’’ or 
“Gn 1, 1-10 refers to the Book of Genesis, 
chapter 1, verse 1 to 10 inclusive.’’ 


Now he was happy to be able to find 
passages in the Bible. We were ready to 
begin the game, a kind of detective game, 
tracing down clues that are printed in the 
Bible. ; ; 

MY FRIEND had heard many passages of 
the Bible at Sunday Mass. In one or other 
sermon he heard that parts of the Bible were 
related, that the New Testament was based 


-on the Old Testament. 


He had heard, too, that some passages of 
the Bible appear more than once in different 
forms. But this was all just hearsay for him. 


So I showed him how the Bible is+ 
printed—at least in good editions of good 
translations like the New American Bible, 
Jerusalem Bible, or Oxford Annotated 
Bible—to provide a number of helpful clues. 
(The Insights in Faith series used the New 
American Bible]. 


WE BEGAN with the account of the Last 
Supper, particularly the ‘‘words of institu- 
tion’’ of the Eucharist. I asked. him to find 
“Mt 26:26-28.’’ He searched and found 
verses 26-28 in chapter 26 of Matthew’s 
Gospel. Right after the number 26 he 
noticed a very small ‘‘s’’? [New American 
Bible) I showed him at the bottom of the 
page what the ‘‘s’’ referred to. There was 
another small ‘‘s’’ followed by ‘‘26-28: Mk 
14, 22-25; Lk 22, 18ff; 1 Cor 11, 23ff.’’ 


So he looked up those three passages and 
found three similar but slightly differing 
accounts of Jesus’ words at the Lasi Supper. 
Interesting! 


At the end of Matthew’s verse 26 was a 

t.’’ The ‘‘t’’ at the foot of the page was 
followed by ‘Jn 6, 51-58.’’ Tracing down 
that clue found St. John using similar words, 
not at the Last Supper but after the 
Multiplication of Loaves and Fishes. Very 
interesting! 

BUT THERE was still more. Matthew’s 
verse 27 had a small ‘‘u’’ which pointed to 
St. Paul’s first letter to the Corinthians 
chapter 10, verse 16 (1 Cor 10, 16) in which 
Paul talks about the unity of those who share 
the same loaf. A small ‘‘v’’ after the next 
verse about ‘‘blood’’ refers to the Prophet 
Isaiah in the Old Testament (Is 53:12) who 
describes the ‘*Servant of God’’ suffering for 
the sins of his people. 

Just in those three verses there were four 
clues that pointed to other Bible passages 
that helped make sense out of those verses. 
And those other passages had their own 
clues to still other related texts! 


The Jerusalem Bible has even more clues. 
Similar passages are found right on the side 
of the page next to the verse you are 
réading. Notes at the bottom of the page 
often take you through much of the Bible 
tracing an important theme. 


MY FRIEND found it interesting and fun. 
Try it. Look up the passages my friend and I 
did about the Eucharist..Or look up the 
Beatitudes in the Sermon on the Mount, Mt 
5:3-12, or the Our Father, Mt 6. 9-13. You

may find this game of clues unlocking some

Holland, a Vatican problem area? 


The center for much that has 
caused consternation at the 
Vatican in recent years, a place 
where dissent between conserv- 
ative and progressive attitudes 
has been marked, Holland 
awaits a successor to its 
Catholic leader Cardinal Ber- 
nard Alfrink—but who?

Cardinal Bernard Alfrink, a sober, 
matter-of-fact but pious man who 
studied in Rome and Jerusalem and 
worked for many years as a professor 
of exegesis, is a man in the middle. 
He is caught between maintaining the 
unity of Holland’s 5.2 million 
Catholics and maintaining peace with 
the Vatican. 


Internal squabbles between so- 
called Dutch progressives and con- 
servatives as well as strained 
relations ‘with the Roman Curia have 
been repeatedly described in both the 
international secular and religious 
press. 


A TEMPORARY HALT has been 
called because Cardinal Allfrink, 
archbishop of Utrecht and primate of 
the Dutch Episcopate, turned 75 in 
July and submitted his resignation to 
the Pope, a traditional procedure 
since the Second Vatican Council 
ended in 1965. 

But so far, Pope Paul has neither 


accepted the resignation nor asked 
the cardinal to remain in office a while 


longer. As a consequence, the Dutch 
Christian community anxiously is 
awaiting Rome’s decision on_ his 
successor. 


The Netherlands has been divided 
on the question of religion for 
centuries. A 1970 census showed 40 
per cent of the population was 
Catholic, 30 per cent Protestant, 25 
per cent nonbelievers and 5 per cent 
espoused Asian, Moslem or American 
religions. Since 1960, the traditionally 
well-organized Catholics have dis- 
integrated into conflicting, even 
extremist factions. 


AMID DISSENT between conserva- 
tive and progressive attitudes, a large 
and mainly youthful group has arisen 
which is indifferent and no longer 
attends church. So the 40 per cent 
Catholic figure has grown question- 
able. 


Tensions with the Vatican have 
resulted because many progressives 


have demanded that the stricf 


authoritarian leadership of the Vati- 
can be replaced by more democracy, 
dialogue and cooperation, This has 
led to conflicts that would have been 
unthinkable among Catholics only a 
few years ago. 


In 1961, the Italian translation of 
the pastoral letter of the Dutch 
bishops was banned because, accord- 
ing to Rome, it was too enthusiastic 
about the imminent Vatican Council. 
In 1965, the Holy See opposed Dutch 
theological theories on ‘‘the real 
presence of Christ in the Eucharist.’’ 
In 1968, Rome condemned the Dutch

What of ‘extraordinary means’ and defective babies? —

Parents and physicians ‘‘may very 
well have an obligation not to treat’ 
defective infants in ‘extraordinary 
cases,’’ according to Dr. Warren T. 
Reich, a Catholic moral theologian. 


The problem of defective newborn 
children, he said, is growing because 
‘ many children who would have died in 
the past ‘‘can now be kept alive, but 
perhaps with such serious physical 
and mental burdens of care that one 
wonders if there isn’t a limit to the 
duty to keep them alive.’’ 


His comments appeared in U.S. 
Catholic magazine published by the 
Claretian Fathers. 


REICH IS A SENIOR research 
fellow at the Joseph and Rose 
Kennedy Institute for the Study of 
Human Reproduction and Bioethics at 
Georgetown University. He is the 
editor in chief of the institute’s 
Encyclopedia of Bioethics, to be 
published in 1977, and is a consultant 
on newborn children issues at two 
Washington, D.C., hospitals. 


“The entire tradition of ‘extraord- 


inary means’ in Christian medical 
ethics has been saying, in effect, that 
we are not bound to a_ blind 
vitalism-making efforts to prolong 
human life endlessly, regardless of 
risk or futility,’’ Reich said. 


The concept of extraordinary means 
has been applied primarily to dying 
adults, he explained, but it can be 
applied equally well to defective 
newborn children ‘‘if you accept the 
idea, as | think we must, that parents 


- have to make these decisions for the 


child.’’ 


Reich said there are several 
categories of “extraordinary means.”’ 
Among, them: 


—Reasonable hope of success. 
Reich said dying patients need not be 
subjected to ‘‘futile treatment’’ or to 
“excessive risk’’ or undergo treat- 
ment that is not medically accepted. 
“Even if a treatment is medically 
accepted and acknowledged, it might 
not be the proven way to treat a child 


~ at some state, say, of spina bifida (a 


neurological birth defect). By fore- 
going treatment, you’re risking loss of 


‘New Catechism—a 1966 best-seller 
translated into several languages. In 
1970, the Vatican showed little 
enthusiasm over the demands of the 
Dutch Pastoral Council to drop ,the 


celibacy vows for candidates to the 


priesthood. 


MEANWHILE, monasteries and 
seminaries in the southern provinces 
lost more’and more priests and nuns, 
countless religious schools were 
closed, finances dwindled; and the 
number of theology students de- 
creased by some 60 per cent. 


With all these problems confront- 
ing him, Cardinal Alfrink has been 
known to sigh: ‘‘If only | had not been 
given this thankless task; if only | had 
remained an ordinary biblical schol- 
ar.’’ His only consolation seems to 
come from such foreign outlets as 
“Pax Christi,’’.an ecumenical peace 
movement of which he is president. 


But who is to take up this difficult, 
even painful heritage? 


The Dutch Episcopal Conference 
has submitted three candidates via 
Archbishop Angelo Felici, papal 
nuncio in The Hague. Although the 
names are a carefully kept secret, 
public opinion is very touchy on the 
issue of succession. And there is 
sharp controversy between the bish- 
ops themselves. 


CONSERVATIVE Bishops Adrian- 
us Simonis of Rotterdam, and Joannes 
Gijsen of Roermond, were appointed 
respectively in 1970 and 1972 by the 
Pope in spite of strong opposition 
from other Dutch bishops. The 


life; yet you’re not directly contriving 
the death of the child.’’ 


—Excessive burden. ‘‘Excessive ’ 


pain or cost may be an obstacle for 
further treatment’’ of a defective 
child, Reich said, even though pain 
management and financial assistance 
for medical care is much better today. 


Reich explained a third category 
with an example: ‘’A terminally. ill 
patient, an elderly man, is in the 
hospital and he needs specialized 
intensive care, available in the 
hospital. But he decides he wants to 
go home.. He wants to be with his 
loved ones and live and die at home, if 
it’s time for him to die. . 


“‘1 DON’T THINK we can by any 
stretch of the imagination, call this 
direct suicide. He has simply said ‘no’ 
to medical treatment,’’ Reich said, 
“because if he accepted treatment it 
would block out his chances of having 
higher values-or goods in his life —of 
being surrounded by his family in his 
final days.’’ 


However, he stressed that parents 
must be careful not to make a decision 
to withhold treatment from a defec- 
tive child for ‘‘negative quality of life 
reasons.’’ Parents must ask them- 
selves ‘‘if they’re rejecting extraord- 
inary treatment,-or are they rejecting 
an ‘extraordinary’ human being.” 


He said the issue of defective _ 


newborn children—and whether: or 
not their lives depend upon the 
presence of certain qualities—is the 
“test case, much more so than 
abortion, on whether Judaeo-Chris- 
tian tradition and. the societies 
influenced by it have placed too much 
emphasis on the value of human life.’’ 


IRONICALLY, the law-may be more 
conservative than Church teaching. 
‘It’s commonly held, following the 
teaching of Pope Pius XII, that one is 
not obliged to use ‘‘extraordinary’’ 
treatment to preserve life,’” Reich 
said, but in the right circumstances

Vatican hoped the new appointees 
would steer a steadier course, which 
they did, but peace was never 
restored. 


Insiders now feel that Rome will try 
to avoid further conflict by appointing 
an outsider, namely Cardinal Jan 
Willebrands. He is a 66-year-old 
Dutch theologian who has resided in 
Rome for years as president of the 
Vatican Secretariat for Christian 
Unity. 

Cardinal Willebrands, an expert in 
world-wide ecumenical contacts, 
seems to be widely trusted by the 
dissident and even hostile clergy and 
laity of the divided Dutch-Church. 


His appointment could well herald 
a period of pacifism. 


“this might be judged as homicide by 
the law—as homicide by omission. 
We just don’t know yet.’ 


Reich said the conflict between 
ethics and the law could even be more 
pronounced. ‘‘As | view the matter, 
when you finally arrive at the point 
where it is clear that life-saving 
treatment is unreasonable or abusive, 
there could very well.be an obligation 
not to treat. You could, in principle, 


- have an ethical standard sanctioned 


by religion which means for a certain 
individual, ‘You ought not treat,’ and 
yet the law might require treatment.’’ 


Reich noted that philosophers and 
physicians are openly discussing the 
possibility of directly terminating the 
lives of defective children. “’A 
number of Protestant and Catholic 
theologians are tentatively suggesting 
that when a dying patient is beyond 
care, it may not make much difference 
whether he or she dies by passive or 


-active euthanasia.’’ 


THOUGH REICH opposes the 
direct termination of an infant’s life 
(sometimes called ‘‘pediatric euthan- 
asia’’), he said some doctors and 
ethicists see it as a ‘‘solution to a 
human dilemma.” 


Parents’ expectations for perfect 
children have been raised by their 
“awareness that prenatal diagnosis 
and selective abortion are available,’’ 
he said. ‘Disappointment with de- 
fects is very strong.’ 


He added that many parents have a 
‘very strong desire for material 
affluence and a severely disabled 
child threatens that desire. ‘And all 


this may be mixed in with a genuine’ 


desire not to see a child unhappy or 
suffering .’’ 


Physicians feel this pressure indi- 
rectly, he said, and they ‘‘especially 
dislike seeing a baby die slowly and 
painfully.’’ Such pressure is making 
some physicians ‘‘wish there were a 
third way out.” 
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Battle plan produced at meeting 


Bishops to wage war against abortion, ‘for housing and jobs —

WASHINGTON (NC) — ° 
Their three-pronged offens- 


ive against abortion captured 
most of the headlines during 
their fall general meeting 
here last week, but the U.S. 
bishops took action on sev- 
eral other significant social 
and religious issues too. 


.For instance, they saluted 
the California Agricultural 
Labor Relations Act, calling 
it “‘a good law...that might 
serve as a model’ for 
legislation in other states. 
But they warned that it was 
not automatically resolve. all 
the problems involved’’ in 
the state’s farm labor dis- 
pute. — 


IN A hesolusee: passed 
unanimously, the bishops 


encouraged state officials, . 
. the unions and growers ‘‘to 


cooperate with one another 
in implementing the spirit as 
well as the later of the law.”’ 

The resolution continued: 
“If experience indicates that 
either the statue itself or the 
administration (directed for 
the state by Auxiliary Bishop 
Roger Mahony of Fresno) 
needs to be improved, we 
pledge our support to this 
end.”’ 

In their battle against 
abortion, the bishops unan- 
imously passed a ‘‘Pastoral 
Plan for Pro-Life Activities’’ 
which also covers euthanasia 
and related issues. They 
pledged to support educa- 
tional and informational pro- 
grams, social efforts to 
provide alternatives to abor- 
tion and public policy-legisla- 
tive efforts. at every level— 
national, state, diocesan and 
parish. 


CALLING for organization 
at all levels, the bishops’ 


‘pastoral plan encourages 
formation of “bipartisan, 


non-sectarian, pro-life’ po- 
litical groups in every con- 
gressional district in the 
country. 

The plan notes, though, 
that these organizations will 
not be Church agencies, nor 
will they be ‘‘operated, 
controlled or financed by the 
Church.”’ 

Considering the problems 
of housing, unemployment 
and the economy, the na- 
tion’s bishops urged ‘“‘a 
decent home in a suitable 
living environment for every 
American family, an effect- 
ive national commitment to 
full employment and a decent 
income policy for those 
unable to work because of 
sickness, age, diability or 
other good reason.”’ 


Confession or Communion first? 


ASSERTING that the mor- 
al implications of these 
issues. must be faced, the 
bishops promised social ac- 
tion and public pressure to 
meet human needs in these 
areas. 


Interviewed by Southern 
Cross following his return 
from the meeting, Bishop 
Leo T. Maher said: 


“The bishops showed 


_ great concern for social 


problems affecting the lives 
of people by working out 
programs to alleviate these 
burdens and endeavoring to 
bring together all sources of 
power to obtain better living 
conditions and to overcome 
unemployment’’ for those 
suffering in our society. 
Commemorating the 10th 
anniversary of the Second 
Vatican Council’s ‘‘Declara- 
tion of the Relationship of the 


‘Church and» Non-Christian 


Religions’, the bishops said 
the document had started a 
whole ‘‘new era’’ in Catholic- 
Jewish relations. 


THEY PRAISED progress 
made so far but noted that 
much more needs to be done 
and urged Catholics to be- 
come more: aware of their 
“spiritual bonds’’ to Juda- 
ism. 

Commenting on the UN 
vote labelling Zionism as 
racism which came just prior 
to the bishops’ meeting, 


Bishop Maher said, 

“We stayed away from 
linking our relationship with 
the Jews to the political 
statements involved.”’ 


IN SIZE, the largest item 
on the bishops’ agenda was a 
194-page book revising their 
Program of Priestly Forma- 
tion. The revision, which 
must still receive Vatican 
approval, was described as a 
strengthening of the earlier 
program. and ‘‘tightening 
up” guidelines that were 
considered vague or confus- 
ing before. It also included a 
completely new section urg- 
ing multi-racial and multi- 
cultural seminary training 
where appropriate. 

In other action items, the 
bishops: 

—approved a pastoral let- 
ter informing Catholics of the 
themes of the 41st Interna- 


’ tional Eucharistic Congress 


in Philadelphia next August 
and urging spiritual renewal 
in preparation for the con- 
gress; 

—pledged “‘continued sup- 
port, encouragement and 
collaboration’’ for the Hu- 
man Life Foundation, a 
Church-initiated  organiza- 
tion that promotes natural 
family planning; 

—established guidelines 
for men Religious who wish 
to become permanent. dea- 
cons; 


Bishop predicts Church support - 
for civil rights of homosexuals 


WASHINGTON (NC) — 
The outgoing chairman of the 
U.S. Catholic bishops’ Com- 
mittee for. 


predicted last week that the 
bishops will support a guar- 
‘antee of civil rights for 
homosexuals. 


“I think the bishops would 
want to see that the civil 
rights of these people are 
guaranteed,’’ Bishop Warren 
Boudreaux of Beaumont, 
Tex., said at a press confer- 
ence during the general 
meeting of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bish- 
ops. “I don’t see how they 
could do anything else.”’ 


ASKED ABOUT opposi- 
tion of some bishops to the 
employment of homosexuals 
as teachers, Bishop Boud- 
reaux said, ‘‘I won’t say what 
individual bishops would do, 


but I stand by my belief that |

One of the groups meeting 
with Bishop Boudreaux’s 
committee was Dignity, an

(homosexual) Catholics and 
their supporters. 


REPORTING to the bish- 
ops, Bishop Boudreaux said 
Dignity leaders made it clear 
that they did not expect the 
bishops to support their 
lifestyles or the morality of 
their actions. 


All they wanted, he said, 
was support from the Church 
on civil rights, support for 
pastoral efforts toward gays 
and the establishnrent of a 
broad-based committee to 
study related issues. 


‘It is child's choice, abp. says 


WASHINGTON (NC) — 
Archbishop William D. Bor- 
ders of Baltimore has reéaf- 
firmed the American bish- 
ops’ stand that a child can 
choose which sacrament to 
receive first—confession or 
Communion. 


The archbishop, outgoing 
chairman of the education 
committee of the U.S. Catho- 
lic Conference (USCC), said 
at the fall meeting of the 
Catholic bishops here that he 
was reaffirming the position 
publicly because of ‘‘some 
confusion”’ in the matter as a 
result of a recent letter by 
Cardinal Jean Villot, papal 
secretary of state, to the 
bishops of Italy. 

IN THAT letter Cardinal 
Villot stated that first confes- 
precede First 
Communion. 

Archbishop Borders’ com- 


mittee reported to the bish- 


ops two years ago that in its 
interpretation, : 


preparation i 


for first confession should 
precede preparation for First 
Communion, in order that 
the child would be free to 
receive the Sacrament of 
Penance, but that the child 
could not be forced to go to 
confession before Commun- 
ion. ‘ 

“The American bishops 


_accepted a pastoral interpre- 


tation of the Code of Canon 
Law and other Vatican di- 
rectives in regard to these 
questions,’’ Archbishop Bor- 
ders said in his report Nov. 
19. 3 


“This interpretation and 
the subsequent guidelines 
dfawn up in many dioceses 
respect the rights of the 
parents, pastor, catechist 
and child to determine the 
time for the first reception of 
these sacraments. 


‘IT ALSO respects the 
right of every Christian to 
receive the Eucharist without 
prior reception of penance 


‘unless one is in the state of 


serious sin,’’ Archbishop 
Borders: said. 


“At the same time the 
right of the child to be 
adequately catechized  re- 
garding the Sacrament of 
Penance prior to First Com- 
munion is also recognized, so 
that the child is truly free to 
receive either sacrament 
first. 


“The letter of Cardinal 
Villot does not change the 


-law of the Church on which 


this interpretation is based 
nor does it contradict this 
interpretation, and so it does 
not require any change.”’ 
In a new conference later, 
Archbishop Borders said that 
sociological, _ psychological 
and educational differences 
occur from country to coun- 


_ try, and he assumed that 


Cardinal Villot’s letter to the 
Italian bishops was meant to 
respond to the situation in 


Italy. 


—approved the National 
Conference of Catholic Bish- 
ops-U.S. Catholic Conference 
(NCCB-USCC) 1975 budget 
and plans and programs, and 
all proposed ‘changes in 
-NCCB statutes and bylaws 
except one. . 


That one proposed change, 
an item two paragraphs long 
amid the hundreds of pages 
-of documentation for the 
meeting, turned out to be the 
most debated item on the 
agenda and the only commit- 
tee proposal that the bishops 
rejected in their whole meet- 
ing. 

It proposed to end the 
limited voting rights of 
retired bishops, in order to 
bring the NCCB statutes into 
conformity with the Church’s 
general norms, which say 
that only active bishops 
should have the right to vote 
in national episcopal confer- 
ences.. 


AFTER MORE than an 
hour of debate the bishops 
rejected the revision and 
kept the vote for retired 


bishops, although they had - 


been told that the Vatican 
wanted them to accept the 
revision. 

Unlike other bishops’ 
meetings in recent years, the 
November meeting in Wash- 
ington was not faced with 
public demonstrations or 
picketing.

“Tt is morally wrong, and 
we are going to do all that we 
can not to have it decriminal- 
ized,’’ he said. 


DRINKING and _ fighting 
are other problems exagger- 
ated by the Alaskan pipeline. 
Workers are not allowed to 
have alcohol at their camp 
sites so they crowd into 
taverns in local small towns. 


Many drink heavily and 
then get into barroom 
brawls, many racially moti- 
vated. They often involve 
blacks and whites from 
Southern states. 


Archbishop Ryan suggests 
that better recreational pro- 
grams be developed for the 
workers along the pipeline, 
so that drinking no longer is 
one. of the few means of 
relaxation. He agrees with 
camp officials that drinking 
should be allowed in the 
camps to prevent overcrowd- 
ing in the small town bars. 


THE PIPELINE is forcing 
a change in the lifestyle of 
many Alaskans, said Arch- 
bishop Ryan. “‘It has dis- 
turbed many people who 
moved .to Alaska to escape 
big city living,’’ he said. For 
example, in one year the 
town of Valdez, where the 
pipeline terminates, has
